Copy  of  a Report  of  a Committee  of  the  Honorable  the- 
Executive  Council,  approved  by  His  Excellency  the- 
Lieutenant-Governor  on  the  29th  day  of  May,  1872. 


The  Committee  have  considered  the  Report  of  the 
Provincial  Secretary,  dated  22nd  May,  1872,  on  the 
‘‘Civil  Officers  Securities  Act,  1872.” 

This  Act  deals  with  three  classes  of  Government 
employes  in  this  Province: 

1st.  Persons  appointed  prior  to  the  passing  of  the 
Act’to  any  Civil  Office,  or  employment,  or  Commis- 
sion in  any  Public  Department  of  the  Government; 

2nd.  Persons  appointed  prior  to  the  passing  of  the 
Act  to  any  Office  or  employment  of  public  trust ; 

3rd.  Persons  appointed  prior  to  the  passing  of  the 
Act  to  Offices  wherein  they  might  be  concerned  in 
the  collection,  receipt,  disbursement,  or  expenditure- 
of  any  public  mouey  for  or  under  Government; 

Other  Sections  of  the  Act  extend  the  provi- 
sions as- to  past  appointments  to  appointments  made 
after  the  passing  of  the  Act;  consequently,  in  recom- 
mending Your  E.xcellency  to  require  security  from- 
the  Officers,  the  names  of  whose  Offices  are  under- 
written, it  will  not  be  necessary  to  distinguish  be- 
tween those  who  received  their  appointments  prior  to 
the  passing  of  the  Act,  and  those  who  entered  the 
Service  subsequently. 

Many  Servants  of  the  Government  are  never  officL- 
ally  concerned  in  the  collection,  receipt,  disburse- 
ment, or  expenditure  of  money, — ex.  ge.  ordinary 
Constables, — and  yet  in  consequence  of  holding  office 
of  public  trust,  it  is  apprehended'  thej-  may  be  requi- 
red to  give  security  for  the  due  performance  of  the 
trust  reposed  in  them. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  in  the  case  of  the 
Officers  last  mentioned,  it  is  inexpedient  to  require 
security. 

The  Committee  advise  that  the  Officers  bolding  the 
following  Offices  should  be  required  by  Your  Excel- 
lency to  furnish  security  in  the  sums  set  opposite 
their  respective  Offices  : —

SUPREME  COURT  OF  BRITISH  COLUMBIA. 


[L.S.]  GENERAL  ORDER. 


Whereas  by  “The  Supreme  court  Fees  Ordi- 
nance, 1870,’’  it  is  among  other  things  enacted 
that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Chief  Justice  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  British  Columbia,  from  time  to  time, 
and  at  any  time  thereafter,  to  make  all  such  General 
Rules  and  Orders,  as  to  him  m.ay  seem  advisable,^  for 
altering  the  then  subsisting  Schedule  of  Fees, 


and  for  fixing  the  Costs  and  Fees  to  be  allowed  andi 
taken  in  any  action  or  other  proceeding,  either  at  law 
or  in  equity,  or  otherwise  howsoever,  in  the  said 
Supreme  Court.  And  also,  from  time  to  time,  to 
make  such  different  scale  or  scales  of  such  Costs, 
Fees,  and  Allowances,  or  any  of  them,  for  different 
portions  of  the  Colo.iy  of  British  Columbia,  as  to  him 
may.  appear  necessary  or  advisable.  And  it  was 
further  provided  that  no  such  alteration  should  have 
any  validity  until  approved  by  the  Governor,  and 
published  during  one  calendar  month  in  the  Govern- 
ment Gazette. 

And  whereas  by  virtue  and  in  execution  of  the 
authority  by  the  said  recited  Ordinance  in  me  vested,. 
I,  the  undersigned  Matthew  Baillie  Beobie,  did  on 
the  2nd  June,  1870,  make  a General  Order,  which  was 
duly  approved  and  published,  thereby  fixing  the  rates 
of  Costs  and  Fees  referred  to  in  the  said  recited 
Ordinance;  and  in  conformity  with  the  intention  in- 
timated in  and  by  such  Ordinance,  I did,  by  the  2nd 
Section  of  the  said  General  Order,  declare  that  (unless 
specially  excepted)  all  the  sums  and  fees  mentioned 
and  authorised  iu  ihe  Sche'^ule  thereto  (being  a 
selection  out  of  the  sums  and  fees  chargeable  and' 
taken  in  litigation  in  England)  should  be  deemed 
fixed  with  reference  only  to  business  transacted  in  the 
parts  of  the  then  Colony  between  Sooke,  Nanaimo, 
and  Yalcq  and  that  for  business  transacted  beyond 
those  places,  one-half  additional  might  be  demanded 
and  taken;  and  that  for  business  transacted  beyond 
Quesnel  River;  or  East  of  the  North  Fork  of  Thompson- 
River,  double  Fees  might  be  demanded. 

And  whereas  b}  “The  County  Court  Ordinance, 
18G7,’’  it  was  among  other  things  enacted  that  the- 
Judge  or  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  should,  from 
time  to  time,  regulate  the  scale  of  Fees  to  be  taken, 
in  County  Courts,  subject  to-  confirmation  by  the 
Governor. 

And,  on  the  said  2nd  June,  1870,  by  another  Gene- 
ral Order,  issued  under  the  authority  of  such  last 
mentioned  Ordinance,  and  under  the  hands  of  us  the; 
undersigned,  Matthew  Baillie  Begbie,  and  Henry 
Pering  Pellew  Crease,  a new  scale  of  Fees  and  Costs- 
was  established  for  County  Court  matters ; and'itwas 
in  and  by  Section  4 of  such  General  Order,  provided 
that  as  to  the  different  parts  of  the  Colony  the  same 
proportionate  arrangement  was  to  be  followed  as  was- 
directed  in  the  said.recited  General  Order  of  even  date 
therewith,,  in  reference  to  the  Fees  in  the  Supreme 
Courts. 

And  whereas  on  the  4th  April  instant,  the  Honor-- 
able  the  Legislative  Assembly  passed  a Resolution  in- 
the  following  -words  : — “ That  this  House  is  of  opinion 
“ that  the  Court  Fees  in  this  Province,  taken-  in  the 
“Supreme  Court  and  County  Courts,  should  be  re— 
“ duced  to  the  same  scale  as  the  Pees  taken  in  the 
“corresponding  Courts  in  England.” 

And  whereas  such  Resolution  is  understood  to  ex- 
press a revocation  of  the  intention  intimated  by  the 
former  Legislature  as  to  the  increased  rates  to  be- 
taken in  the  remoter  parts  of  the  Province; 

Now,  therefore,  as  to  the  Supreme  Court  Fees,  I, 
Matthew  Baillie  Begbie,  Chief  Justice  of  the  said 
Supreme  Court,  do  order,  and  as  to  County  Court 
Fees,  we,.  Matthew  Baillie  Begbie,  and  Henry  Pering 
Pellew  Crease,  the  Justices  of  the  said  Supreme  Court, 
do  order  as  follows,  viz  : — 

Section  2 of  the  said  hereinbefore  recited  Genera! 
Order  of  the  2nd  June,  1870,  touching  the  Fees  in  the 
Supreme  Court,  and  Section  4 of  the  said  recited 
General  Order  of  the  same  date,  • touching  the  Fees- 
in  the  County  Courts,  are  herebj^  respectively  dis- 
charged and  cancelled,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the 
Fees  of  Court,  which  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  said 
hereinbefore  recited  Ordinance  and  General  Orders, 
or  either  of  them,  or  under  or  by  virtue  of  any  now 
valid  Legislative  enactment,,  or  Order  of  Court,  are- 
now  liable  to  be  paid  into  the  Provincial  Treasury.
